The Address adverts to one lamentable, 
and inilerd humiliating effect, which the 
" tnue and temper" ol this deapaieh had 
already produced— having " induced Una 
M'«>| I'-s.-rretsrj of Slate for thet'olo- 
niea tn direct Ihe ttftftUijf, the period of 
the panloit. cither alitolule or rnndilinnal, 
of ciiininn'a under sentence, wilh a view 
to avoid a tuutll espendiitirc from the 
firjlish Oovenimrnt lot IbeiT restraint." 
Well is it remarked, that this proceeding 
" it not a legitimate riercise of the royal 
prerogstire,'* and hat wounded the feelings 
of the colonists " hv impressing llirm 
wilh a eontietion that tlie claims cf jntlice 
may be enmpramited from pecuutary mo- 
tives." If ever words were written in sn 
ungiianlrd hour, tlioie surely were to 
which the address here alludes.

mation that, in the mailer of tone and 
temper, the despatches themselvej were 
far from unblamable, wo cordially tub- 
tenbe.

Nsw South W*i.es. 
The featful decline in the laud salts is 
an alarming aymi>tom in thia colour- In 
Its-lo no fewer thaii 189,7^7 acrca were 
sold, ami realised the >u.m of 4317,'J51 . 
in I H only ID.C'li aceea were sold, for 
which J£l'.>,4 il were received ; and " un 
der the prevalent depression," aay the 
cammiisinncrs, " ihe K nM amount of 
prime property forceii into the market 
at the lowtst prices necessarily precludes 
any aalea of public lands,' 1 The conM- 
qurflce of this slate of things is, of coutw, 
that Ihe tiriisiuho.t fund lor a lime er*pu> 
rates into airv nothing. 

Another alarming svmpioni ia the fall- 
ing off in the demand for labour. In his 
despatches dated August and September 
hut, Sir lieorge Gipps. after lamenting 
the deeliue of the revenue, mention* that, 
in consequence of the number of people 
ont of employ in Sydney, ha hat! been 
obliged to give Government employment 
*• 3Jli iirtiiaiii. The Governor adds, that 
the arrival of any number of fresh imiui- 
granla would probably prove only * burden 
in the Government. Later deapatchea, of 
October and November, mention that the 
Diimlier of artiiana thus employed had 
fen red need (a 137, in consequence of 
the increaaed demand for labour during 
harvest. 

These accoutiu have induced the Com- 
i l* tlelay Ihe tailing of several 
which were to have astled before 
the ltt of June next, (rom Liverpool and 
Ulugow. In Ijoudou the arrangement* 
arilh the eonlractors did not allow of any 
change.

From England the 
number assisted were 91-1, of whom 652 
were aeut nut under the superintendence 
of ihe poor law commiatinnert, nnd were 
well tnd imply provided for ; from 
Ireland .'Ifi.l, all o'f whom were landed very 
poor; and fiom Scotland nisi, who, witn 
the exception of 36 sent out by the Duke 
nf Sutherland, were all members of emi- 
gration Bocieties, nnd also landed very poor. 
The sum of £11717 L7s. ltld. waa spent in 
the province for the benefit of the emi- 
grant* who arrived during the past year, 
in providing transport, provisions, and 
medical relief."
